80 greut as 
many ‘people might suppose when 
we think of the jheavy demand’ 
made by the Allied Governments on 
shipping for war purposes. In the 
year 1914 a total of 825 ocean-guing 
atenmers having an aggregate tonnage 
of 8,468,609 entered the port of 
Hongkong. These figures include 
the German shipping for eight moxths 
af the year, represented hy 98 vessels 
entered and a ‘total tonnage “of 
691,852. In"the year 1915, with 
German shipping elimjuated, the 
number of ocean-going vessels 
which entered this port was 724, 
Tepresenting 7,181,699. The . Har- 
bour Master's Returns for the year 
1917 show an increase in the number 
of ships (the number being 750), but 
a decrense in the tonnage. Thus the 
724 ships in 1915 measared 1,824,395 


tons: the 750 ships whish entered’
